WASHINGTON m — The army today was emb ark­ 
ed on a program that could add as many as 150,000 men 
to its present strength b y nex t summer. 
Secretary of the Army Elvis J. Stahr Jr. says the 
ex tent of mob ilization will b e governed, to some degree, 
b y what happens in the Berlin crisis and elsewhere in 
the months ahead. 
He told a news confer­ 
ence 
Wednesday 
that, 
among other things, the 
Army has alerted 113 units 
of the National Guard and 
Reserve, with 
a 
total of 
23,626 men, that they have 
b een designated “priority 
units for possib le call to ac­ 
tive duty.”

Wha t Ma kes Fruit J uice J ell 
Pectin is necessary to make 
fru it ju ices jell. It is a carbohy ­ 
drate, fou nd in all fru its chiefly 
near the skin, in the core, and 
arou nd the seeds. Pectin is most 
abu ndant in slightly u nderripe 
fru it and is dilu ted in fru it in a 
rainy season. 
Heat is necessary to release the 
pectin from the fru it tissu e, bu t 
ov er-cooking will destroy it—espe­ 
cially in v ery acid fru it. Su gar 
tends to prev ent the ex traction of 
pectin. 
Commercial fru it pectin, a con­ 
centrate made from apples or cit­ 
ru s fru it, is a modern aid to su c­ 
cessfu l jam and jelly making. Two 
ty pes are on the m arket — the 
liqu id and the powdered. 
With its u se, y ou can u se all 
fu lly ripe fru it, fu ll of natu ral 
flav or, instead of hav ing to u se a 
portion of u nderripe fru it for its 
pectin content. Too, the length of 
cooking time 
is 
mu ch 
shorter 
when commercial pectin is u sed. 
Acids are fou nd in all fru its 
and v ary in kind and amou nts 
in different fru its. And with pec­ 
tin, acid content changes du ring 
growth and ripening. 
The fu lly 
ripe fru it has less acid and pectin 
than the slightly u nderripe. Acid 
is necessary for the formation of 
jelly . An increase of acid, within 
limits, decreases the amou nt of 
su gar needed. 
Mineral salts, also fou nd in all 
fru its, affect the acidity of the 
ju ice and influ ence the case with 
which the pectin is released. 
Su gar is needed to jell fru it 
ju ice. 
Too little su gar giv es a 
tou gh jelly , bu t too mu ch makes 
it siru py . 
Whether the su gar is 
cane or beet is u nimportant as 
they are the same in chemical 
composition. 


Unco o ked J a m 
Strawberries, raspberries, blu e­ 
berries, blackberries and peaches 
can be u sed with commercial 
fru it pectin for making u ncooked 
jam. 
Use fu lly ripe bu t sou nd 
fru it for finest color and flav or. 
The jam tastes like fresh fru it, 
althou gh many people prefer the 
flav or of cooked fru it in jam and 
preserv es. 


General mix ing directions: 
This ty pe of jam is v ery easy 
to make. A pectin solu tion is stir­ 
red into sweetened cru shed fru it 
and then the mix tu re is pou red 
into containers to 
stand u ntil 
*‘set” before sealing and storing 
in the refrigerator or freezer. If 
frozen fru it is u sed, redu ce the 
su gar according to the amou nt 
added when the fru it was frozen— 
u su ally omit one cu p for three 
cu ps fru it. 
Uncooked jam will keep in the 
refrigerator a few weeks or in 
the freezer for months, bu t be­ 
cau se it is u ncooked, it will not 
keep on the kitchen shelf.

Cry stals or glass-like particles 
in jelly may be du e to (a) too 
mu ch su gar, (b) too long slow 
cooking, 
(c) 
not enou gh acid, 
(d) too great a delay in sealing. 
Tartaric acid cry stals occu r in 
grape ju ice if not allowed to set­ 
tle ou t before u sing the ju ice for 
jelly . 
Weeping u su ally occu rs in Jel­ 
lies from berries, cu rrants, and 
other fru its that are high in acid. 
Weeping is thou ght to be cau sed 
by a contraction of the jelly mass 
which squ eezes ou t liqu id similar 
to the separation of whey from 
cu rd in sou r milk. 
It may be 
hu rried by storing the jelly in 
a warm damp place. If the jelly 
was jostled or the sides of the 
glass were not clean, the wax 
may not hav e made a perfect 
seal, cau sing “weeping” to occu r. 
Mold or fermentation may re­ 
su lt from a poor seal and storage 
in a warm damp place. 
Vapor 
will collect beneath the paraffin 
and break the seal. 
If the jelly 
is properly sealed with regu lar 
canning jar lids, this spoilage will 
not occu r.

haps there should be renewed effort locally 
to revive interest in the program and accel­

The mam (actor seem s to be the stjrtled 
aw areness of countless public officials that 
their com m unities, large and sm all, are in for 
sw eeping change — which they m ust somehow 
govern if they do not want to be engulfed. 


Secondly, the very magnitude of Uie prob­ 
lem has brought m assive programs into being 
—urban renewal, area redevelopment, high­ 
w ay network, school and hospital construction. 


U these projects are not to conflict and over­ 
lap. they must somehow be fitted together. No 
one wants to see rep« Kition of such a case as 
occurred in the 19 ^s. when a public housing 
project was begun and then torn down to 
mc-ike way for a highway. 


Quietly, the federal government, source of 
much of the “ developm ent m oney” our com ­ 
m unities get. is ex erting pressure for more 
eftective planning. In such matters as urban 
renewal and area redevelopm ent, “ workable 
program s” must be presented before the funds 
are handed over. We m ay see still more of 
tnis. 


Private industries and builders, too. sec in­ 
creasing value in relating their efforts to some 
sort of general plan. 


The planning veterans see the surtace barely 
scratched, with urban sprawl in outlying sec­ 
tors racing unchecked 
But they agree a real planning start has at 
last been made 
And .\m ericans who do not 
wish to be smothered in community disorder 
must share their pleasure at these marks of 
progress.

U. S. W ill Keep Guard Up 
Ev en If Berlin Crisis Ehhs

WASHINGTON - Even ii the 
Berlin crisis can be settled with­ 
out a war with the Russians, lit­ 
tle prospect is being held here 
that all other international ten­ 
sions will 
relax 
and that 
the 
ex tra ex penses for U.S. defense 
build-ups can be curtailed. 


Every statement on the Berlin 
« ituation made by President Ken­ 
nedy at his last press conference 
indicated his hopes for a peace­ 
ful settlement by negotiation. • 


R ussia’s Nikita Khrushchev is 
making many statem ents which— 
taken by them selves and out of 
contex t — seem to have the sam e 
intent. But when his full remark« 
arc studied, there is always a 
catch. 


An ex ample is his recent speech 
in whicn he insisted there would 
have to be negotiations with the 
E ast German government, which 
the United States and other west­ 
ern powers do not recognize. 


It is for reasons such as this 
that any thought of returning to 
business as usual and relax ing 
to easier living is considered out 
of the question. Settlement of any 
one phase of the cold war will 
still 
leave 
other 
areas 
where 
trouble can break out and where 
guards must be kept up; Korea. 
Form osa, 
Southeast 
Asia, 
the 
Middle 
and 
Near 
East, 
all of 
Africa and finally South .\m erica 
as ex emplified by Cuba. So plans 
are being made for continuing 
preparedness. 


President Kennedy nevertheless 
has shown 
his serious intere.st 
in wanting lo further disarm a­ 
ment efforts in several ways. He 
has proposed legislation to set 
up a much stronger disarmament 
agency in the State Department. 
He has sent Amba.ssador Arthur 
H. Dean back to Geneva to try 
again for an agreement with the 
Russians on nuclear test bans, 


Previously, the President sent 
Ambassador John J . McCloy to 
confer with Khrushchev on dis­ 
armament. This actually result­ 
ed in an agreement from the Rus- 
.« ians to resume talks in New 
York Sept. 5. 


'Tlie report just made to him 
by a comm ittee of scientists on 
the impo.ssibility of detecting nu­ 
clear ex plosions has made the 
President feel that only the type 
of 
Inspection 
propo.sed 
by 
the 
United State« can guard again.st 
secret te.« ting. 


This inspection system will co.st 
big money to set up and still 
more money to maintain. Even 
the 
inspection 
system 
propo.sed 
for conventional wcaix ins disarm a­ 
ment will be ex pensive. 


But the overriding item of con­ 
tinued government ex pense will 
be the need to maintain a con­ 
stant alert against encroachments 
by Communist conspiracy all over 
the world. 


President Kennedy has at no 
tim e referred to America's step­ 
ped-up 
defense 
efforts 
as 
a 
“ mobilization." That is considered 
a scare word which might induce 
.Hare buying and other inflation­ 
ary pressure.« . 
There is plenty of concern al­ 
ready over the possibility of a 
new 
automobile 
industry 
labor 
contract which will increase wage 
levels and an increase in steel 
prices when previously negotiated 
wage hikes in that industry go 
into effect in October. Increased 
steel buying for national defense 
might touch off this latter start 
of a pnce spiral. 
The desire to avoid government 
economic controls is manifest in 
present planning. But a relatively
